ering tbe climate, their filthy habita 
and their voraciousness, for if the Chin* 
have one quality which may be counted 
aa a virtue it is hospitality. Ko pretext 
for a feast is allowed to pass unused, 
whether it be a birth, a death, a mar- 
riage, a sacrifice, "the payment of a 
debt, the making of an agreement, tbe 
slaughter of an enemy, tbe shooting of 
a deer," and a feast "implies a drink- 
ing bout, sometimes of many days' 
duration." Tbey drink a liquor named 
EU, which is made from rice, millet or 
Indian corn- It is described as "t» wost 
refreshing drink after a hot march" 
and is said to "pull one together more 
quickly tba& any other stimulant in 
times of great fatigue." Its effects do 
not appear to be very deleterious, for 
the Chin usually lives to a good age, 
though a habitual drunkard from child- 
hood. —Chambers' Journal 


UciolftViou In tbe Oigaul Swamp. 


Parties wbo have recently 


through tho Dismal swamp say that ev- 
erywhere can be seea dead animals 
which have either been burned or per- 
ished for lack of water. Large quanti- 
ties of valuable timber, cord wood, farm 
fencing and peat land have been de- 
stroyed.

with various kmds of fats which are 
not acted upon by gastric jnice that tho 
gabirio juice is fei-parated, at> it were, 
from tho digestible casein by an indi- 
gestible envelope of fat 


Therefore if large pieces of cheese 


are swallowed they cau neither bo di- 
gested by the stomach nor are they 
passed on to the testinal juices, but 
they remain iu the sU'iiiach and irritate 
it to such an extent that the symptoms 
of indigestion supervuie.

One vrriu-r goes 
to the barn in th<s inoniing aud fira 
puts iu any waste liay whu'h has been 
thrown over, and has the horses eat that 
before he gives them grain. This writer 
finds that 35 to 30 pounds of solid food 
aro necessary for a 1,000 pound horse. 
Colts and horses not accnstoniud to work 
are often fed grain .whenever the work 
horses are fed, which is not considered 
economical or the best plan.

should be fed well consistent to growth 
rather than fat 
One man has brood 


mares C years old that kuow nothing 
about grain. Most of the advices re- 
ceived agree that a good pasture is 
necessary for horses iu summer, and in 
•winter they need exercise which may 
bo in pasture or stalkfields. Whatever 
feed is employed should be given with 
regularity, as well as water. One writer 
says horses are kept too fat, except for 
selling, while others agree that many 
horses are too poor. Dusty hay should 
not be given horses, and it is also stat- 
ed that it should not bo thrown down 
in front of them. They should be well 
bedded and have perfect knowledge of 
the currycomb. One writer runs nis 
oats for horses through the fan. Over- 
checks are condemned. Some feed and 
water while warm, and others condemn 
this practice. Sores of all kinds should 
be guarded against, and little excuse 
can be given for permitting sores to 
come on horses that work regularly. 


A great deal of injury is doue to 


work teams by getting iu too much of 
a hurry in the spring of tbe year. Idle 
horses are better off in tho parrure than 
in the barn. One writer says horses and 
cows should not bo kept in the same 
bam. He knows this is wrong, for he 
has found it out from practice. Anoth- 
er has » separata pasture near tbe barn 
for bis horses, so they cau be turned 
from tbe barn to tbe pasture and can 
get under shelter when it raius. 


All fanners should have a better 


knowledge of tho stomach, of the horse. 
Its sizu i» o\<*m>iimated on account of 
tbe comparison liable to bo made t*- 
tween if and that of tin- co\v 
Farmers 


are better acquainted with the stomach 
of tbo emv than with that <if the horse. 


It is the universal opinion that borsea 


ou the farm are boater off by reason of 
no shoc^ ttau to be kept well shod. On- 
ly boioes that are used on tbo roads 
should be kept shod. One writer takes 
the position that they need no shoes at 
any time. The.ro is Eome difference of 
opinion about feeding hay. Some be- 
lieve horses bhould have ull tht> bay 
they will eat and others go to tbo other 
extreme and fit-d but once a day, and 
that at noon.

It is on!" necessary to ohaerve 
the fanner's manure pile to know the 
value he place-> upon his stover. To 
show the increased consumption caused 
by cutting com Btover, the Wisconsin 
experiment station conducted three feed- 
ing experiment* with fonr milk cows. 
The cows were fed a grain ration and 
in addition all they would eat of cut or 
nucnt stover. The corn was cut into 
inch lengths in a feed cutter, which 
also shredded tho coarse btalks. Tho 
first two experiments worn conducted 
with Pride of thu North stover, a me- 
dium dent variety, and the laet with 
Stowell Evergreen, planted thickly. It 
was found that cutting saved 36 per 
cent of the fodder ia the first, SI per 
cent iu the second and 9 per cent in the 
third experiment. It is protebly a con- 
servative statement that farmers lose 
fully one-third of their stover by feed- 
ing H whole. 


Machines are in use which husk the 


com and shred the stover at the same 
time. 
Many have prortunuced them 


economical, while some have questioned 
the advantages to he dcriv-fl from thorn 
Professor Nourso of the Virginia experi- 
ment station, who has rectuitly given 
one of these machines a practical trial, 
reports very satisfactory results Any 
machine that -will thoroughly shred tho 
fodder is preferable to one that aliaplj 
cnts it. 


Fodder that is shredded immediately 


on being drawn from the fit-Id it often 
go moist as to mold when thrown iu 
large piles and proves worthless for 
fe^ ding. The New Jersey experiment 
station has reported serions trouble 
from this course. On the other hand, if 
the fodder is stored for a few mouths 
previous to threddiug tho danger is 
largely if nut entirely avoided- This in- 
volves considerable extra expense, how 
ever, which sometimes renders it of 
doubtful economy. 
Tho fact remains 


that stover cannot be shredded iu any 
largo quantity when moist without 
great danger of its rapidly becoming 
unfit for feeding. Farmers haviug pow 
er cutters of their own can shre.i at nne 
time sufficient for a week's us« without 
danger of its spoiling.

Handling Coro Fodder. 


Handling corn fodder is tedious work 


at best, but there am iuauy ways of 
handling it, tho difference being wheth- 
er it is cut by maehino or by baud, 
whether it is husked or not, whether it 
is to be stacked or put in barn or fed 
out of theiHM. A contributor to The 
Iowa Homebtead gives bis methods Ho 
writes: 


My preference is to put it in the barn 


and make calculations accordingly. 
Corn fodder should be cut before it gets 
dry ou the stalk, mid it will be less 
trouble to bauble if put up with the 
assistance of u coru enttiug jack. After 
the corn is cut and ready to be put in 
barn I ui>e a long boat. Five bcsircls 10 
or 12 inches wide and 16 feet long an- 
swer all right. Nail them together side 
by side and bitch three horses to it. I 
use five ropes 1 - iec-t long. Tie u ring 
to tho end cf c.ioh rope, nuikiag it con- 
venient to tio lirnily. All tlio rope will
